He was shot 
fiv e times by a short, dark man 
who was riding beside him in his 
au tomobile a t Mack and Lake- 
nointe Av enu es in Grosse Pointe 
nark at 11:30 p. m. The assassin 
leaned from Mangiapani’s au to­ 
mobile and escaped as the car 
ou t of control, crashed into the 
cu rb. 
JThe police believ e th at Mangi- 
anani was slain becau se he had 
v iolated the code of some racket 
bu t his particu lar activ ity has 
not been determined. They also 
said th at Mangianani probably 
had been ex necting su ch an 
ev entu ality , 
this 
belief 
being 
borne ou t by the discov ery of a 
loaded and coked pistol on his 
person. 
Detectiv es looked to Brooklv n, 
N. Y.. todav for an ex olanation 
of Maneriaoani’s activ ities. He is 
known to hav e retu rned secretly 
from the east, keening the t’me 
of his arriv al ev en from his wife. 
Mrs. Manpiapani told the po­ 
lice her hu sband went to Brook­ 
lv n six weeks ago. ex plaining 
th at it was necessary for him to 
hide becau se of threats against 
his life.

Another robbery by the two 
“red bandana” bandits, the sec­ 
ond committed by the pair in lit­ 
tle ov er a week, made v ictims of 
Mr. and Mrs. Martin Yarling at 
their home two miles sou th of 
Shelby v ille on the Smithland 
road Tu esday night. The hold u p 
was identical to th at which oc­ 
cu rred at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Jacob Ku hn, east of Shel­ 
by v ille, when two bandits be­ 
gan their operations and made 
their first appearance. 
Au thorities inv estigating the 
Tu esday night hold u p had no 
more clu es today than were pre­ 
sented following the robbery of 
Mr. and Mrs. Ku hn. Descriptions 
of the bandits in the Tu esday 
night episode tally with those of 
the two who v isited the Ku hn 
home. One of the two, who as­ 
su med leadership in both cases, 
is a large man and on Tu esday 
night he wore a su it of cov eralls. 
According to Mr. Yarling, the 
smaller of the two bandits is 
light enou gh in phy siqu e to be 
a woman and it was his opinion 
th at this one of the pair is a 
woman. It is the large one who 
takes the initiativ e and issu es 
the orders, the smaller making 
no sou nd and hav ing actions 
th at are those of a woman. Both 
wore red bandana handkerchiefs 
ov er their faces Tu esday night 
as they did on the first hold u p. 
Mrs. Yarling, wTho has been in 
poor health for a y ear or more 
was bru ised abou t the arms and 
was in a high nerv ou s state from 
her ex perience of endeav oring to 
scare the bandits from her home 


Washfngton, Au gu st 14—(A.P.) 
—Gov ernors and representativ es 
of twelv e states gathered in the 
capital today for President Hoo­ 
v er’s conference on means of re­ 
liev ing su ffering on their drou ght 
parched farms. 
A tinge of optimism entered 
their deliberations as reports of 
good rains in some sections of 
the dry belt and forecasts of 
showers in others came from the 
weather bu reau . 
From the conference,^ sched­ 
u led for 2:30 o’clock this after­ 
noon to permit fu ll attendance 
by late arriv als, are ex pected to 
come definite relief plans and an 
organization for carry ing these 
into effect. 
Attending in person were Gov ­ 
ernors Henry S. Cau lfield, of Mis­ 
sou ri, Lou is L. Emerson, Illinois; 
Harry G. Leslie, Indiana; My ers 
Y. Cooper. Ohio; William C. Con­ 
ley , West Virginia; John C. Pol- 
land. Virginia; John E. Erickso n, 
Montana; Cly de M. Reed, K an­ 
sas; John Hammil, Iowa, and 
Arthu r J. Weav er of Nebraska.

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WEEDS AND HAY FEVER. 


Hay and weeds — even golden rod, th e national 
flower — h ave been definitely cleared of th e 
ch arge th at th ey are th e sole cau se of h ay fever. 
Dr. N. B. Herman, of th e Joh ns Hopkins h ay 
fever clinic h as annou nced th is in connection 
with th e statem ent th at for th e first time th e 
annoying disease can be decisively ch ecked by 
immu nization. 
Hay fever can be contracted from h orse dand­ 
ru ff, pigs, dogs, cats, feath ers and even fu rs, 
h e declares. Certain kinds of meat also bring on 
th e malady, h e adds. 
For a long time it was 
th ou gh t th at h ay fever was cau sed only by pol­ 
len and th at asth ma was in some ^vay associated 
with colds and bronch ial infections. Now, h ow­ 
ever,, it h as been definitely proved th at th e two 
maladies are closely related and th at th ey may 
be brou gh t abou t by many oth er th ings. 
In one of th e early tests, th e case of a farm 
boy proved pu zzling. By th e process of elimin­ 
ation, h owever, it was finally discovered th at th e 
pollen of corn tassels was h is botanical enemy. 
He was immu nized and h is recovery was speedy. 
Anoth er case, a woman’s h ay fever was traced, 
after exh au stive research , to an expensive fu r 
coat. 
Sh e paid dearly for h er cu re, h owever, for 
th e expensive coat was fou nd to be only rabbit 
fu r wh ich is one of th e sou rces of th e disease. 
After isolating th e cau se of th e fever, sci­ 
entists of th e clinic insert a small portion of th e 
pollen, cat or dog h air, pig bristles or wh atever 
th e offensing material may be, beneath th e skin 
of th e patient. If a h ive forms in ten or fifteen 
minu tes th e test is positive and th e procedu re is 
clear. Th e next step is to immu nize th e patient 
with an extract of th e material th at cau ses th e 
fever. 
Usu ally one part to ten th ou sand parts 
of water are u sed for h ay fever patients and 
one to one th ou sand for asth ma su fferers. Im ­ 
mu nization from pollen lasts for a year, wh ile 
oth er treatm ents give permanent cu res. 


Vinnese psych ologist wh o is recognized as th e 
world’s foremost au th ority on th e mental h ygiene 
of ch ildren. 
Th e ideal moth er mu st cu ltivate ou tside inter­ 
ests for th e ch ild’s sake, says Dr. Adler. 
Sh e 
mu st keep pace with th e developments in re­ 
ligion, edu cation, science, and even sports and 
bu siness in order to gu ide you th wisely into th e 
ou tside world wh ich it mu st u ltimately enter. 
“You r ch ild 
will later meet oth er 
problems 
th an th e ones h e is now facing in h is protected 
h ome atmosph ere,’’ th e psych ologist points ou t. 
“You mu st h ave enou gh vision and u nderstand­ 
ing to h elp h im to grow u p flexible and broad­ 
minded.” 
Ch ildren, being most impressionable and most 
influ enced by th e moth er in th eir earliest years, 
will invariably pattern th eir condu ct from h er 
example. 
If th e moth er indicates th at th ey 
alone are important, th ey inevitably gain an in­ 
flated sense of th eir own importance wh ich will 
make normal contacts with th e world painfu l in 
later life. If th e moth er h as lost h er interest in 
wh at goes on ou tside th e h ome, th eir natu ral 
cu riosity abou t ou tside life will be stifled and 
th eir imagination cu rbed. 
Particu larly th e wise moth er will watch th e 
early interests of h er ch ild and learn all th at sh e 
can abou t it, advises Dr. Adler, wh eth er th e^ten- 
dency be toward art, mech anics, bu siness, or th e 
sciences. Only by doing tffis will sh e be able to 
gu ide th e ch ild’s inclination wisely and, at th e 
same time, enjoy h is progress h erself as h e grows 
and learns along h is ch osen line.

BELIEF APPEAL 


IS SUGGESTED 


An appeal to u pstate farmers 
is being made by th e Indiana 
Farm Bu reau to h elp downstate 
farmers in th e drou th strick­ 
en regions. Indiana farmers are 
confronted at th e present time 
with th e most seriou s calamity 
th at h as ever befallen th em ac­ 
cording to a statem ent made by 
L. L. Needier, secretary-treasu rer 
of th e state farm bu reau , In­ 
dianapolis th is week. 
“Great sections of th e sou th ­ 
ern part of th e state are at th e 
present time in actu al want and 
disress du e to th e drou th ,” said 
th e farm bu reau official. “It is 
impossible for one wh o h as not 
seen th is territory to realize th e 
distressing conditions th at ex­ 
ist. It is time 
th at we 
realize 
h at th e farmers in many parts 
of ou r state will need h elp before 
anoth er crop can matu re. A m a­ 
jority of th e corn fields in th e 
sou th ern part of th e state will 
not produ ce grain and only a 
poor grade of fodder. Pastu res 
are absolu tely dead and it is 
qu estionable wh eth er even h eavy 
rains will 
relieve th em. 
Th ey 
seem lifeless. Farmers in 
th e 
more favored localities can con­ 
tribu te to th e relief movement 
with ou t great sacrifice to th em ­ 
selves,” said Mr. Needier. 
Regarding relief in th e situ a­ 
tion, th e farm leader h ad th e 
following to say, “Th e fact th at 
a part of th e state and a great 
section of th e wh ole cou ntry is 
in distress will cau se prices of 
feed and seed for th e next crop 
to be materially h igh er. A por­ 
tion of th e h igh er price sh ou ld 
be credited to relief of th e down- 
state farmer. Th e farm bu reau 
h as arisen to meet similar cir­ 
cu mstances in several instanc­ 
es. In th is instance, one little 
project h as been su ggested th at 
will h elp relieve th e situ ation.” 
“It h as been su ggested 
th at 
farm bu reau 
members in 
th e 
more favored 
sections of 
th e 
state take u nu su al pains in sav­ 
ing an extra 
amou nt of 
seed 
corn and th at every meih ber in 
sou th ern Indiana be su pplied by 
members In th e north ern part 
with at least one bu sh el of seed 
corn free of cost. Th e seed corn 
sh ou ld be collected by cou nty 
farm bureaus.”

Noted Av iator Smashes^Lindy ’s 
Mark by 2 Hours, 20 Min­ 
utes in Flight Across 
Continent 


NOW HOLDS LAURELS 
IN BOTH DIRECTIONS 


Flier Practically Lessens Cross- 
U. S. Time by Half During 
Space of Two Years 


Valley Stream, N. Y., August 
13—(/P)—Beating by more than 
two hours the transcontinental 
air record which Col. and Mrs. 
Charles A. Lindbergh took from 
him last April, Capt. Frank M. 
Hawks flew from Glendale, C$1., 
to Curtiss field today in 12 hours 
25 minutes and 3 seconds. 
By bettering the 
Lindbergh 
time of 14 hours 45 minutes, 
Hawks became holder of the 
speed records for crossing the 
country in both directions, for 
just a week ago today he flew 
the east-west course in 14 hours 
50 minutes 43 seconds, beating 
the record fol* 
the 
westward 
flight by Roscoe Turner by more 
than four hours. 
In a y ear and a half Hawks 
has practically cut in half the 
time needed to fly between the 
Atlantic and the Pacific. When 
he began his series of transcon­ 
tinental flights last February the 
fastest time had been made by 
the late C. B. D. Colly er, who 
flew from east to west in 24 
hours 15 minutes. 
Hawks twice before has held 
the west-east record, once beat­ 
ing his own time and losing his 
second record to the Lindberghs. 
On today ’s flight he stay ed at 
about 8 .000. feet altitude, consid­ 
erably lower than 
the Lind­ 
berghs. 
He av eraged about 200 
miles an hour, but at one time, 
east of Wichita, he made 250.

"Your child wiU later meet other .problems' 


than the ones he is now facing in his protected 
home atmosphere," the psychologist points out. 
"You must have enough vision and understand- 
ing to help him to grow up flexible and broad- 
minded."

L. L. Needier, secretary-treasurer 
of the state farm, bureau, In- 
dianapolis this week. x 


"Great sections of'the south- 


ern part of the state are at the 
present time in actual want and 
disress due to the drouth," said 
the' farm bureau official. "It is 
impossible for one Who has not 
seen this territory to realize the 
distressing conditions that ex- 
ist. It is time that we realize 
hat the farmers in many parts 
of our staTie will need help before 
another crop can mature. A ma- 
jority of the corn fields in the 
southern part of the state will 
not produce grain and only a 
poor grade of fodder. Pastures 
are.absolutely dead and it is 
questionable whether even heavy 
rains will relieve-them. They 
seem, lifeless. Farmers in the 
more favored, localities can con- 
tribute to the relief .movement 
without great sacrifice to them- 
selves," said Mr. Needier. 


Regarding relief to the situa- 


tion, the farm leader had. the 
following to say, "The fact that 
a part of the state and a .great 
section of the whole country is 
to distress will cause prices of 
feed and seed for the next crop 
to be materially1 higher. 'A por- 
tion of the higher price should 
be credited to relief of the down- 
state 'farmer. The larm. bureau 
has arisen to. meet similar cir- 
cumstances to several instanc- 
es.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 


COMMON COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF RUSHVILLE, INDI- 
ANA, AS FOLLOWS: 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful 


for the owner and/or occupant 
of any lot or parcel of ground to 
cause and/or permit water from 
any well, spring, tank, pipe, 
sewer, ditch, drain and/or other 
container -or, conveyer on the 
premises occupied and/or'owned 
by him or them, to directly or 
indirectly flow and/or be dis- 
charged into or upon any street, 
alley or other public grounds 
and/or permit or cause any such 
water to flow and/or be dis- 
charged upon the premises of 
another in such manner that.it 
will indirectly flow and/or be 
discharged into or upon any 
street, alley or other public 
grounds in the city of Rushville, 
Indiana. 
Provided, however, 
that nothing herein shallM>e 
construed as prohibiting sprink- 
ling streets, alleys and lawns. 


Secfion 2. Any person violat-
